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We: publish to-day a list of the Pro- 
testant Missionary agencies which are 
at work in Shanghai and its vicinity 
and 1 few statistics of the schools in 
which Chinese of both sexes are being 
educated, Most of our readers will, like 
our Correspondent “D.”, feel some sur- 
priseatthe extentto whichwesterneduca- 
tionis beingcarried onamong the natives. 
We all knew that there were some 
schools conducted by missionaries and 
others, and had more or less knowledge 
of the principal of these undertakings 
such as those of the Church Missionary 
Society, the American Episcopal Mission, 
St. Johns and Dr. Y. Allen’s schools. 
But very few knew how widespread, 
everything considered, the facilities for 
education had become, or that the 
Chinese had availed themselves of 
them in anything like the numbers 
which we present to our readers to- 
day. ‘The work has been gone about 
very quietly, and its success must be 
satisfactory to those engaged in it. 
Probably from the unobtrusive manner 
in which the representatives of the 
various Societies have carried on their 
labours, there is a general impression 
abroad, especially among that large 
portion of the community which cares 
for none of those things, that the work 
of educating into some knowledge of 
Western language and ideas has been 
mainly left to the Roman Catholics. 
The excellent men and women who have 
devoted themselves to educating native 
children at Sie-ka-weiand at other places 
near here have always been fortunate 
in having their labours known to and 
appreciated by lange numbers of people 
who probably had scarcely heard of 
and took no interest in what was being 
done by Protestant societies. Our 
correspondent has done good service 
by calling the attention of the public 
to the extent to which the Protestant 
Missions have occupied the vast educa- 
tional field in and near Shanghai, and, 
to use his words, it is not unreasonable 
to hope that the information afforded 
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by the statistics which he has furnished 
may be the means of interesting many 
of the lay foreign public in Shanghai, 
in the good work that is going on daily 
in our immediate vicinity, and possibly 
causing an increase of lay co-operation 
in it. 

‘The education which the boys obtain 
fits them for many occupations in their 
own country, and so highly are the 
advantages which they receive appre- 
ciated that there is a constant and 
large demand from the officials for 
youths that are attending school here. 
Whis is in a way disadvantageous ; for, 
as their instructors complain, they are 
lowed to have the most promising 
pupils Tong enough in hand, to educate 
them thoroughly, before the Government 
or some of the provincial authorities 
veqnire their services and they are 
withdrawn from school. But this will 
increase the demand from the Chinese 
zn education, and we may expect 
to see every year a larger number of 
youths being edneated in the schools 
here and elsewhere. We are said to be 
only on the edge of the China trade and 
that the goods and other articles which 
we sell now are as nothing compared to 
the mighty traffic which we shall by 
and by carry on with the uttermost 
ends of this vast empire. Those who 
are engaged in educating the Chinese 
are scarcely yet in a position to say, 
comparing what they do with the 
operations of merchants, that they 
have gained more than the extreme 
edge, but considering the zeal which 
they display and the success which 
they have already now, they have reason 
to indulge as full a hope as their mer- 
cantile allies. The quickening which 
is taking place in China will, as in other 
countries, show parents and their sons 
the absolute necessity for their keeping 
abreast of the new times and they will 
soon learn, from the demand for foreign 
educated youths, that it will pay to do 
so, ‘Then, again, the immense advance 
which the Empress made this year by 
authorising the introduction of mathe- 
maties and other western sciences into 
the competitive civil examinations, must 
lead to an increased demand for eduea- 
tion in schools conducted by foreigners. 
‘The full recognition of the benefits which 
China will receive from adopting these 
sciences into her educational system 
must have aroused a great interest. in 
these, and in all that pertains to western 
knowledge, in parts of the Empire where 
it and foreigners previously met with 
little consideration. From the effect 
of this action of the Government, as 
well as from what was going on before, 
it may be taken for granted that the 
boys and young men of China will come 
in increased numbers to foreign schools. 
"heir keen sense of what is profitable, 
and the intelligent curiosity of a race 
that has been educated on another 
system, will make them do so. 

"The number of Chinese girls who are 
receiving education here is a very plea~ 
sing feature in the statistics. We un- 
derstand that they get what is called 



































2 good plain education, and what are 
termed at home a few extras. In one 
of the principal schools, at least, this 
education and training will probably be 
soon enlarged, by the introduction of 
such sciences as physiology into the cur- 
rieulum. The girls in the school we 
refer to, who are brought up and educ- 
ated at the expense of the Society are 
fitted to be teachers themselves, but 
if they do not wish to adopt that 
made of life they have are perfectly 
free when they have reached the age 
of twenty, to choose any other. It will 
be evident to every one that a number 
of well trained and educated Chinese 
young women may become a consider- 
able force in improving much in the 
social life of China that wants improve- 
ment, aud in enlightening the people 
among whom they mi: ‘his will take 
1a longer time than what the youths 
will do, but it will be a great thing to get 
both the young men and young women 
better educated than they are now. What 
is going on here is going on elsewhere in 
China, wherever Protestant missionaries 
are settled, and a great deal of good 
work is being done. A brief account 








of its extent and success would interest 
many people in many parts of the world, 
who have now probably very little 





owledge of what is being mostenta- 
tiously done. No doubt this informa 
tion is scattered among the Reports of 
the various missionary bodies who are 
engaged in educational work in China ; 
but few laymen see these Reports, and 
few of those who do would take the 
trouble to ascertain what the aggregate 
of work was.

Hart has returned to 
Shanghai after having re-established the 
American Mission at Chungking which was 
destroyed last year.

Mr. Hart then 
undertook ‘a journey into the interior of 
Szechuen and, having first visited Chingtu 
the capital of the province, proceeded west- 
ward to the region of the great salt wells, 
which furnish one of the most remarkable 
industries of China. He spent some time 
in this neighbourhood and afterwards got 
over some ground hitherto untraversed 
by Wester travellers, and gleaned a great 
deal of interesting information concerning 
the country and the people. The former 
he describes ‘ng one of great mineral 
wealth, with the largest coal fields he ever 
saw. The prope were chiefly remarkable 
for their industry and courteous behaviour 
towards the travellers, One of the most 
striking things in travelling through this 
vast province of Szechuen is the absence 
of any ruins, thus testifying to the energy 
and practical nature of the inhabitants.

Many of our readers will hear with great 
regret of the death of Lady Brassey, who 
was well-known to them from her pub- 
lished works. ‘A Voyage in the Sun- 
beam” enjoyed immense popularity among 
all classes Of readers, from the bright style 
in which it was written, the descriptions of 
the places which the yacht visited and the 
people whom the author saw. ‘There were 
also pleasant personal sketches of the party 
and crew and their everyday doings, and 
it was probably these which in a large 
measure recommended the book to the 
general public. Lady Brassey has since 
published other accounts of her voyagings, 
pretty much in the same style as the 
first, which however have not attained the 
samepopularity. ‘14,000 miles in the Sun- 
beam; in the Trades, the Tropics and the 
Rearing Forties” was, we think, the last of 
these. We believe that her ladyship had 
been in delicate health for some years, 
which probably necessitated the voyages 
she described s0 pleasantly. She was the 
daughter of a Mr. Allnutt, who left a large 
fortune a few years since and her husband 
is also very rich man. He was created 
a peer last year by Mr. Gladstone after 
voting for the Home Rule Bill. 

George Fordham, the celebrated jockey 
who has just died, had for many’ years 
almost as many followers as Frederick 
Archer. When he retired for the first 
time from the turf, with a considerable 
fortune which he invested badly, he receiv- 
ed a handsome testimonial from a large 
number of racing men and others. His 
character and the estimation in which he 
was held are well expressed in the 
Badminton Library volume on Racing :— 
A better specimen of this class than George 
Fordham, who withdrew from the saddle 
just before the Two Thousand of 1884, 
which, had his health permitted, he would 
undoubtedly have won upon Scot Free, it 
would be impossible to select. Every at- 
tribute that a great jockey should possess— 
such as perfect temper and patience, ex- 
quisite hands, first-class nerve, consummate 
judgment, and a thorough comprehension 
of the animal under him—was combined in 
George Fordham with an honesty a toute 
éprence, No finer judge of horse-racing 
was ever seen than the late Lord Howth, 
by whom the rider of Epaminondas for 
the Chester Cup of 1854 was pronounced 
to be the most wonderful light weight 
that ever got into a saddle. There is 
scarcely a race-meeting at which there 
have not been one or more superb 
finishes, and it would, therefore, be invi- 
dious to pick out a particnlar race as 
having been won by more excellent jockey- 
ship than any other. But if ever a con- 
firmed jade was coaxed by delicate mouth- 
touching into winning against her will we 
should say that Lord Rosebery’s Lerant, 
when, ridden by George Fordham (who 
pro hdc vice took the place of Constable), 
she won the July Stakes in 1875, was acase 
in point. The example of George Fordham 
isdeserving, moreover, ofetation in another 
respect. His best finishes, such as those 
upon Mr. Graham’s Formosa for the Two 























Thousand of 1868, and upon the Duke of 
Beaufortis Petronel for the sameé race in 
1880, were ridden without the use of either 
whip or spur. If Fordham has, been 
less fortunate than some of his younger 
rivals in the rich presents given him for 
winning races, he may at least console him- 
self with the thought that he retired from 
the active pursuit of his profession with a 
popularity and esteem which have never 
been exceeded in the present century, and 
equalled only in the instance of Frank 
Buckle.

Referring to the missing gunboat Wasp, 
the Singapore Free Press of the 4th instant 
says:—" From what we have heard from 
some who are competent to form an opinion, 
there is no probability in the theory that 
she may have gone bodily down in a 
typhoon, She is a new vessel strongly 
built, and, securely battened down in bad 
weather, would be able to go through 
almost anything. But what is supposed 
to be probable, if the worst has hap- 
pened, is that taking a course inside of 
the Paracels she may have met the ty- 
phoon there and been driven upon the reefs, 

in this event she would be beaten to pieces 
almost directly. It is to be remarked, 
however, that the Cockchafer, which left 
Hongkong to examine the neighbourhood 
of the Paracels, saw no sign of any wreck- 
age.

DISASTERS AT SI 
ALL those who love reading stories of 
the sea—a large class—will find more 
to interest them in the page or so of 
“ disasters,” published every week in the 
New York Maritime Register, than in 
one of Clark Russell's novels, with the 
added advantage that the stories are all 
true. The issue for August 31st is 
unusually full of interesting tales, and 
yet it is a record of a summer week. 
Here is the story of the British s 
ship Bermuda, which arrived at New 
York from the West Indies on the 29th 
of August, after encountering a hurri- 
cane, in which her crew and passengers 
must have made up their minds that 
they were never to see New York again. 
On August 25th the hurricane struck 
her at 8.30 a.m. laying the steamer on 
her beam ends, and shifting the cargo. 
The midship life-boat was torn from its 
fastenings, everything moveable about 
the decks washed overboard, and the sa- 
loon and cabins flooded, the coal-bunker 
hatch being washed away and the stoke- 
hold flooded. At 10 am. a sea boarded 
her aft, smashing the after wheel, and 
starting the deck fixtures, gutting the 
engineers’ room aud galley, and washi 























away the other coal-bunker hatch. The 
crew managed to cover the bunker hat= 
| ches with tarpaulins and spike them 
{down ; meanwhile the steamer was lying 
on her side, with the water up to the 
fires, and the boilers losing steam; but 
the engineers and firemen stuck to their 
work; though they must have expected 
the steamer to fill and founder at 
any moment, and succeeded in keeping 
enough steam on the boilers to give 
her steerage-way. At 11 aim. a sea 
boarded the bridge, slewing the star- 
board side, breaking the iron stanchions 
and wrecking the captain's room. In 
the afternoon the water was evidently 
in among the cargo, for the steamer 
kept listing to port, and her lee rail was 
under water, On the morning of the 
26th the wind had gone down, and all 
hands set to work to clear the ship of 
water and get her upright, but at 10 
am. the condenser blew out, and the 
engines stopped at once, After five 
hours’ work the engines were set to 
work again, and the steamer was able to 
make four knots an hour, but all that 
day and till the next noon she was 
going along with her port waterway 
under water; but after all she was got 
fely into New York, This is a good 
example of perseverance and courage 
meeting with success, and there are one 
or two other cases, all in the same week, 
in which the crews managed to get their 
vessels into port after all hope must 
have seemed to them to have gone, ‘The 
Herman B. Ogden, a schooner bound 
from Darien to Portland, arrived at 
Lewes, Delaware, on the 26th of August 
after a most eventful voyage. ‘They en- 
countered a hurricane on the 20th of 
August, which treated them much in 
the same fashion that the Bermuda was 
treated, for they lost their boat, mizen- 
boom, aud wheel, the cabin and the deck- 
house y, had to 
cut away their deck-load. The crew 
lashed themselves in the rigging and 
hoisted signals of distress when there 
were fifteen feet of water in the hold, 
when a whaling schooner saw the signals 
and came up and Jay by them. Even 
in the sad plight she was, they did 
uot desert their ship, and on the 23rd 
they succeeded in freeing the schooner 
of water, and got safely into port. 
The Walter 8. Massey, barque, from 
Brunswick to New York, tells a some- 
what similar story. ‘The hurricane 
struck her on the same day as the 
Ongden ; most of her sails were blown 
away, aud she was driving under bare 
poles. There were six feet of water in 
the hold and three of the pumps were 
broken by the cargo shifting. ‘The next 
day they let go an anchor, which held, 
but at noon such heavy seas broke over 
the ship, filling the cabin, that the crew 
had to take to the rigging. They deter- 
mined to abandon the ship, and signalled 
to the life-saving station at Chicami- 
comico for assistance and to be taken 
off; the station replied that the bar 
was too dangerous, and so, forced by 
necessity, they slipped their anchor, got 
up sail and fetched out clear, aud after 
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four days’ continued pumping got the 
ship free of water, and arrived safely at 
New York on the 27th of August. We 
Know that many vessels are abandoned 
before, as it turns out, the necessity is 
absolute, though no’ doubt the step 
seems the best thing to be done at the 
time. Such prematurely abandoned 
vessels are often found and towed 
into port, and there is one such case 
here, which is worth noticing. The 
vessel was the Alice Roy, a British 
barque, dismasted and with her wheel 
gone She was on her way from New 

ork to Quebec, and she was found 
abandoned by a New York pilot boat, 
which took her in charge. The Cap- 
tain, before he left her, took the trouble 
to write a letter which he and the 
mate signed, and left on the cabin table, 
saying ; “Bark Alice Roy, of Quebec, 
bound from New York to Quebec. Sun- 
day, 21st August, at 4 pan, crew leaving 
in’ a steamer bound to London; all 
hands well ; ship making water ; could 
not keep her.” It was a thoughtful act 
on the part of the Captain, as it must 
have relieved the minds of the owners 
and the families of the crew of many 
doubts ; but he would have done better 
still to stick by his ship. ‘The number 
of derelicts passed in one week in the 
Atlantic is very large, and some of 
them are timber-laden ships, which are 
likely to float awash for mouths, an 
imminent danger to navigation all 
the time. One vessel reports that on 
the voyage from Zauzibar to Boston she 
struck a whale which carried away a 
prea portion of her stem, and caused 
her to leak badly. ‘I'here are over six 
columns of these and similar catastrophes 
in this one paper, and the reading can- 
not but make the landsman wonder that 
any man should have the pluck to go to 
sea again, after passing through such 
dangers and hardships as are so repea- 
tedly recorded here. 





THE AMERICAN PRESS ON THE GREAT

‘Tie American newspapers which reached 
us by the mail contain quite a Mitkiewica 
literature.

“Had Count 
Mitkiewicz been a candidate for the 
Presidency or a seat in Congress 
the enlightened American press could 
not have done more to blacken his 
character. What their object could 
have been, except to pander to an evil 
curiosity, we cannot imagine. 
things gone well with the Concession or

But from the hour in which the bearer 
of Concessions, of photographs and letters 
from the Viceroy, of an Imperial Edi 
and what not, landed in San Francisco 
a large number of newspapers have been 
unearthing all sorts of scandals against 
the Count and some have even gone 
the impious length of questioning 
his nobility, for which purpose a tele- 
gram from Warsaw was obtained which, 
if it is true, entirely disposes of his pre- 
tensions. But on the day following 
the publication of this telegram a 
Professor—of what is not mentioned— 
named L. J. Boeck, of Philadelphia, came 
forward and stated that he was pre- 
ceptor to the Count when he was a 
child, and is familiar with his career. 
Professor Boeck said that he entered the 
service of Russia as a professor of ednca- 
tion many years ago, at Warsaw. There 
he met the present Count’s father, who 
was General Postmaster of Poland, and 
one of the richest men in the capital, 
and at his palace he met the most 
scientific and learned men in the capital. 
‘The nobility of the agent of the Phila. 
delphia Syndicate is thus left in doubt ; 
it may exist or it may have no more 
reality than the position of Ma Kien- 
chang, “the imperial envoy” to America 
is described as a’ distinguished 
Chinese diplomatist enjoying the fullest 
confidence of Li Hung-chang. 

Some surprise has been expressed here 
and elsewhere at the ease with which 
Count Mitkiewicz obtained the objects 
of his mission to China, but that is 
explained by one newspaper in a way 
that is highly creditable to H.E. Li 
Hung-chang. “‘The story, says this 

aper, of his strange influence over the 

hinese vice-regal representative and 
other prominent officials later on in 
China is simple enough. The father of 
the Count, also Count Mitkiewicz, was 
sent to China by the Russian Govern- 
meut over forty years ago to transact 
some business of a diplomatic nature, 
and he did it with such tact and skill 
that his name was well remembered by 
the Chinese. When Li Hung-chang, 
the Viceroy, met the son of the old di- 
plomat he immediately recognised the 
name and asked if he was related to the 
old diplomat. Upon this comparatively 
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‘ad | slight footing rests, according to the 


Count’s friend, the entire secret of his 
unusual influence.” 

Tt appears that the right of the 
Philadelphia Syndicate to dispose of the 


long distance telephone in China is dis- 
puted, and various law suits have been 
entered in the Courts. Mr. Wharton 
Barker is, however, represented as stand- 
ing firm, and being quite prepared to 
meet all his assailants. One of those 
suits, “ which it is believed is intended to 
“shut off” the Chinese telephone scheme, 
was entered at the Circuit Court of New 
York, the Judge of which signed an 
order at the instance of the Bell 'Tele- 
phone Co. in one suit ; and in reference 
to this Mr. Barker is represented to 
have said :—“I have carried on all the 
negotiations in an honourable manner 
and the whole matter has been settled. 
We have nothing whatever to do with 
Tumbull or any other telephone in- 
yeutor, and I do not care to enter into 
a public controversy on matters brough 
up in comection with our negotiations.” 

It is the opinion of Count Mitkiewiez, 
at all events the newspapers make hin 
say, that England, France, the Bell 
Telephone Company and the Westen 
Union—a very formidable allianee—nare 
all combined to defeat the Barker 
Syndicate. English capitalists offered 
£300,000 to the Syndicate to yield 
their interests; which would have given a 
handsome profit in hand on all the large 
outlay which the mission to China in- 
curred. ‘The refusal of this tempting offer 
may have led to the appearance of the 
British Government on the scene, for 
another paper informs the American 
public that:—a well-known gentleman, 
who has spent the greater part of his 
life in the diplomatic service, said_this 
afternoon,—it is no wonder, that Eug- 
land showld throw obstacles in the 
way of the consummation of this grand 
American-Chinese scheme. I learn, too, 
that the English Legation people in this 
city have been instructed by their Home 
Government to spend any amount of 
money to thwart Count Mitkiewicz, The 
plot will fail, as the Chinese are shrewd 
enough to see through the whole thing.” 
It is an article of faith with multitudes 
of Americans that the British Govern- 
ment. spends imuense sums in corup- 
tion at home and abroad, and that the 
money for this is supplied out of the 
enormous funds from unclaimed estates 
on which it has laid hands, and which 
are rightly the property of American 
heirs of English noblemen and million- 
aires, who do not know the shocking 
aauner in which their inheritances are 
being dealt with. It is from this ill- 
gotten hvard that the “any amount ot 
money” necessary to defeat the Syndi- 
cate would no doubt have come.

Elementary Lescons in Chinese, 

By the Rev, Aruold Fuster, B.A. 
‘Tans is a pamphlet of thir pages, and 
is the first of its sort. Its object is to enable 
missionaries having a career in China before 
them to spend six wecks of their time use- 
fully on board the steamer, so that on 
arrival in China they may have some notion 
how to bein. Ignoring all dinlects what 
ever, Mr. Foster undertakes to teach them 
in that time, (provided they do not belo: 








to that class which Sir Thomas Wade, whi 
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supra, describes as the pén-ti, or ‘* stupid 
nien”), the Chinese Radicals, and to initiate 
them, by means of a few simple sentences 
addressed to the eye, into the mysterious 
art of lnoking up a character in the diction- 
ary by reference to its radical. Thus, a 
group of the London Missionary Society's 
Officers, on their way out to Peking, 
Yangehow, Foochow, Ningpo, Wenchow, 
Hankow, ‘Canton, or the land of the 
Hakkas,’ would, on the first sight of a 
Chinese junk, pull out their pamphlets and 
recall to mind the radical Jy with its deri- 
vative ij, without knowing anything of 
its sod; whereas if the sound of the 
radical were variously written chon, tséo, 
chin, tson, ehan, clot, and chew, that calm 
which ought to usher in their early studies 
would be rufiled by unpleasant doubts as 
to whether «, ¢, i, 0 and « were not, af er 
all, much of & muchuess in China ; whilst 
the ways in which they would severally 
have to utter the word for ‘ boat,” to w 
chtnan, tston, sung, djdit, zite, ts*nan, shin, 
aad elton, would lead them to suspect that 
a distinction without a difference was the 
chief characteristic of Chinese consonants. 
‘Mr. Foster's idea is undoubtedly a good 
one, and his book is well printed and free 
from printer's errors. Mr. Foster, how- 
ever, anakes one error himself, and that a 
very big and an all pervading one, though 
not one of importance to the early student. 
He undertakes to mark with the letter C 
those radicals * which are not perfect char- 
acters in themselves, but are only used 
now in combination with other signs as parts 
of characters.” Mr, Foster consigns no 
fewer than 53 of these tothe limbo of 
partial ostracism, whereas Nos. 5, 21, 52, 
71, 79, 129, 138, 140, 153, 165, 170, 171, 
172, 178, 192, and 103 of ‘that ilk, or one 
third of the whole, are good and true char- 
acters, quite worthy to serve on any jury 
of etymology, and some of which—as for 
instance No. 52. at least,—may even be 
admitted into colloquial, eg. Z,Be (Pek. 
yuo mo), and yy, (Cant. sie yin). Mr. 
Foster's Chinese” sentences are free from 
error, and his remarks, cautions, advie 
&e., seom much to the ‘point, aud withal 
sound. Tf a missionary, on lauding in 
Chis, proceed to write with a stick om the 
sand the very first sentence RF — %, 
hie will, by thus appealing to the eye, cer- 
tainly create a very favourable impression 
in any native society whatever. ‘The last 
sentuitce of all, which would uaturally be 
his final effort on the sand, contains such 
sound logic that. it deserves to be quoted 
in English :—"* If you do not start you will 
not arrive, and if ou do not take in hand 
you will not achieve.” Mr. Foster's little 
ork may be safely recommended for its

However, if the Chinese Government in- 
sisted on carrying out their scheme, they 
demanded certain privileges to equalise 
matters. These demands so frightened the 
members of the Tsung-li Yamén that they 
memorialized that the scheme should not 
be carried out.

September 27th.—(1) The Governor of 
Chinese Turkestan reports that some time 
ago Sai-pité-ailichan, the prosent chiof of 

‘unjut, sent @ messenger with tribute to 
Kashgar to say that he had only lately 
succeeded to his post and id not feel 
secure in the confidence of his people : he 
therefore begged that, as a means of ensur- 
ing quiet, an officer might be sent to his 
tribe to make enquiries into the state 
of affairs. ‘The Commander-in-Chief at 
Urumtsi and the Taotai at Kashgar accord- 
ingly despatched a Bourout Mohammedan 
officer named Kurban. In due time the 
envoy returned and reported that the Kun- 
jut people were quiet, but the chief did not 

el able to command their confidence 
because he was without rank or title. A 
petition to a similar effect was received at 
the same time from the chief himself. ‘The 
Governor of Turkestan remarks with refer- 
ence to this case that, in spite of the 
extreme diminutiveness of his territory, 
the Chief of Kunjut was alone in not

had fallen. After the rebellion had been 
crushed he lost no time in sending his 
accustomed tribute of gold dust. Not only 
had the tribe paid tribute regularly ever 
since, but it had always sent information 
by special messenger whenever any distur- 
ances occurred among any of the neigh- 
Youring tribes. And now, the first thing 
the present ruler did after’ his accession to 
power was to ask that # mission of enquiry 
might be sent into his country. ‘The Me- 
morialist thinks that such loyalty is deser- 
ving of some mark of praise, and ventures 
to suggest that there should be conferred 
on the chief a peacock’s feather and a but- 
ton of the fourth class. He thinks this act 
of kindness would not only have the effect 
of encouraging the chief, but it would also 
tend to produce quiet and content among 
the other frontier tribes—Approved by 
Rescript. 
MURDER OF A RIVAL THROUGH JEALOU

or three years ago the husband went off to 
Tarbagatai to make enquiries after his 
parents and took with him his only child. 
Sirs. Tung was thus left entirely alo 
Soon afterwards a man called Wang Ts‘ai- 
pao-tzu, who had been left a solitary 
widower with one young son, asked Mrs, 
‘Tung to take care of the boy for him. This 
brought Wang 'Ts‘ai-pao-tzw frequently to 
her house, aud on one occasion he succeeded 
in corrupting her. After that he frequently 
slept in the house, and from time to time 
made presents to her of money or articles. 
Before long, the new year being at hand, 
an old aunt’ invited Mrs. Tung’ to spend 
the day with her, and took the oppor- 
tunity to tell her that she ought not to 
take charge of Wang Ts‘ai-pao-tzu’s boy. 
Mrs. Tsung then appealed to a cousin who 
as present, uamed Wang Lien-sheng, and 
asked him to find a house for her.’ He 
aceordingly hired a room for her at a tael a 
month ; and when she moved into it he 
took up his abode in another room outside 
it, in front. Before she had been there a 
week, he attempted two nights in succession 
to pay court to her, but was mat by refuals 
and abusive language, ‘Ten days afterwards, 
while he was still enraged, he happened 
to come home at midnight and discovered 
Wang Ts‘ai-pao-tzu was in the room 
ith He immediately broke out 
into violent language and taunted her 
ith yielding to other men while she 
refused him, Wang Ts‘ai-pao-tzu jumped 
up, seized a wooden shovel, and attacked 
Wang Lien-sheng. The latter drew a knife 
which he carried, and when his antagonist 
tried to close, stabbed him in the breast, 
The wounded’ man fell, and Wang Lien 
sheng turned on Mrs.’ Téung, who was 
screaming for help, and stabbed her also, 
after which he fled. When help ‘came, 
Wang Ts‘ai-pao-tzu was already dead. ‘The 
Memorialist has sentenced the murderer to 
be strangled after the usual term, that 
punishment being prescribed by Jaw for the 
crime of killing any one ina brawl. The 
penalty for adultery is one month's cangue 
and one hundred ‘blows. But as women 
are never exposed in the cangue, the woman 
Tung is condemned to be flogged only. 
‘When she +has received her punishment, 
she will be delivered to her husband, who 
will receive her or disown her as he pleases. 
—Referred to the Board of Punishments.

all rank but retained at his post. 
DRIGADIER-GENERAL FOR HAN-CHUNG FU. 

September 29th.—(1) The Viceroy of 
Sheusi and Kansu proposes to appoint an 
ofticer mamed Liu Ch‘u-hua to the acting 
post of Brigndier-General at Hanchung Fu, 
Tt is necessary that an officer of exceptional 
nd ability should be stationed at 
this point. For the country south of the 
Han River on the frontier of Szechuen and 
Hupei is a tangled mass of mountains which 
form a favorite hiding-place for desperadoes 
and bad characters, In the reign of the 
Emperor Chin Ch‘ing this region was in- 
fested by banditti belonging to the three 
provinces, who were not suppressed for a 
Space of ten years. 

FLOODS AND HAIL STORMS IN KANSU- 

(2) The same officer reports that no less 
than eight districts in different parts of 
Kansu have suffered seriously from hail 
storms and floods, Orders have been given 
to the local authorities to make personal 
inquiries and to furnish relief where it 
may be required. ‘The two localities which 
have been most severely visited are in 
Ching Chow and Ning’ Chou. 
first named the erops were beaten down 
by hail on the 10th of July, twelve houses 
were washed away and seven head of 
cattle lost; in the second the corn was 
utterly destroyed by hail on the 2nd 
of the same month, and ten persons and 
several hundred cattle were drowned, a 
certain number of houses and loess caves 
being washed down or flooded at the time. 
‘The Memorialist has issued instructions 
that food is to be supplied without delay 
from the public geanaries to the sufferers 
at the tio last mentioned plices. He is 
waiting till the enquiries instituted have 
been completed, after which he will repre- 
sent to the throne whether it be advisable 
or not to postpone the collection of the 
land tax.--Reseript approves the proposals: 
and orders relief to be distributed wher- 
ever necessary, 80 that no one may be 
forced by want to leave his home. 

VESSEL LAUNCHED AT FOOCHOW DOCKYARD. 

(8) The Acting Minister Superintendent 
of the Foochow Arsenal reports the launch 
of a new vessel from the docks under his 
charge. Its keel was laid in December, 
1885, and it was reported as completely 
Ghished in July Inst. On the Oth of August 
it was launched and named the Kuang Chia. 
Tt is 229%. long (English measurement), 
83ft. Tin. broad, 25ft. Sin. deep. Its draught 
is 11ft, forward, 12f6. Sin. amidships, and 
19it, Sin, aft. Its gross tonnage is 1,300 tons. 
Its engines, 1,600 horse-power. its arma- 
iment, which hasbeen bought from the Krupp 
factory in France, has arrived at the ar- 
senal, but has not yet been put on board. Its 
estimated speed is 14 knots or 46 Ui per 
hour, In three months’ time everything 
will be ready for the trial of the vessel, 
and the result will he reported without 
delay. ‘The arsenal is now engaged in 
building eight ships for the Viceroy at 
Canton and as he is in a great hurry to 

in them, and they cannot be completed 

as rapidly as he desires, this vessel will be 
lent to him temporarily, as soon as she is 
fit to go to sea. ‘This arrangement has 
been already reported and has received 
His Majesty's sanction. — Approved by 
Reseript. 

INQUIRY INTO CONDUCT OF PIEX PAO-TT. 

September 30th.—On the 10th of May a 
Decree was published ordering two fiers 
of high rank, Ench‘eng and Hstieh Yiin- 
sheng, to proceed overland to Kuangsi for 
the purpose of holding an official enquiry. 
Much curiosity was excited and much spe 
culation took place among the Chinese at 
Peking as to the object of this commission. 
‘As ha’ only recently transpired, it was in 
reality despatched to investigate the con- 
duct of Pien Pao-ti, the Governor of Hunan, 
against whom a long list of charges had 
‘been presented by several censors, The 





















































rial Commissioners have now 
presented their report, which fills up the 
whole of this day's Gazette. The two 
most serious and most definite accusa- 
tions against the governor were that he 
exacted illegal fees from the Huni-an salt 
merchants and that he appropriated public 
funds belonging to the rd for the 
Restoration of Order.” After quoting a 
great deal of evidence given before them by 
witnesses whom they had summoned, the 
commissioners deliver their own finding. 
They deal very shortly with the second 
charge, declaring simply that no such mis- 
appropriation had taken place. ‘They then 
proceed to discuss the first subject of com- 
plaint. The allegation made was that, in 
addition to the authorised charges collected 
from the salt merchants, there was an illegal 
fee known as “ wharfage dues” of 3 mace 
4 candareens per permit, which produced 
‘Tis. 34.000 per annum, and was divided as 
follows :- Tls. 9,600 to the governor, Tis. 
4,800totheprovincial treasurer, thesamesum 
to the salt commissioner, and the remainder 
tothe local authorities of the districts where 
the salt was consumed. The Commissioners 
find that the wharfage dues were instituted 
at a period long before Pien Pao-ti became 
Governor, and that they had the sanction 
of the Viceroy Tseng Kuo-fan at Nanking, 
the salt merchants Doing controlled by the 
Kiangsu and not by the Hunan authorities; 
also that the portion of the fees which 
accrued to Pien Pao-ti was entirely devoted 
by him to public purposes, part being given 
to the provincial chief justice for repairs to 
is official residence, part subscribed to a 
foundling hospital, and the remainder em- 
loyed in the purchase of necessary articles 
for the Viceroy'’s Yaméu, which would 
otherwise have been provided by the district 
hungistrates at, the provincial capital. — 
‘Decree in reply published in Gazette of 
eptember 16th). 
SECRET SOCIETY IX WU-LING HSIEN. 
October Ist.—(1) The Hunan Commis- 
sioners were also instructed to find out the 
truth concerning a complaint made to the 
Throne to the effect that a rebellion has 
broken out in Wu-ling Hsien, but had been 
hushed up by the magistrate with the con- 
nivance of certain higher authorities for 
the sake of screening himself from the 
e which would otherwise have fallen 
upon him. The Commissioners declare that 
the magistrate was not guilty of any con- 
cealment, but reported the facts as they 
actually occurred. ‘The true story appears 
to be that last July a man named Lung 
Lao-chiu took up his residence in the dis- 
trict of Wu-ling and commenced the forma- 
tion of a secret society. He enrolled 
as many as three hundred members, all 
common labourers or men of bad character, 
id appointed a certain number of min- 
isters and generals. They made or pro- 
cured a hundred and more swords and spears 
and eighty pounds of gunpowder. After 
issuing proclamations and extorting black- 
mail from the villagers, they fixed on a day 
in last April for the commencement of an 
outbreak. But shortly before the time 
came troops were sent by the Commander- 
in-Chief at the request of the magistrate, 
and certain of the leaders were captured 
and the rest of the conspirators dispersed. 
The leaders were delivered into the hands 
of the prefect, by whose orders they were 
romptly executed, the head of one wl 
Red Seetroyed himself with poison being 
struck off with those of the others. Lung 
Lao-chiu himself was sent off to the Gover- 
nor, who beheaded him after he had been 
exainined and had acknowledged the truth 
of the charges against him. The Commis- 
sioners find that the matter was not in any 
way hushed up by the magistrate, that the 
Commander-in-Chief did not endeavour to 
hide the affair out of friendship to the 
magistrate. They have also elicited the 
fact that there was no truth in the curious 
statement made to the Emperor that rubber 
chiefs were in the habit of going about in

ROBBERIES IN HUNAN. 

October 2nd.—(1) In a third Memorial 
the same Commissioners deal with the sub- 
ject of robbery and brigandage. The com- 
plaint had been made to the Emperor that, 
in spite of the upright character of the 
people of Hunan, robberies with violence 

d become matters of most frequent occur- 
ence, the criminals being generally dis- 
banded soldiers; and further, that when 
such matters were brought to the notice of 
the authorities, they took no steps to see 
that justice was done to the sufferers. The 
Commissioners having carefully inquired 
into all the cases laid before them, do not 
deny that the number of disbanded soldiers 
in the provinee has been the cause of a good 
deal of brigandage, but they find that some 
of the alleged cases never took place at all, 
and that others which haye been repre: 
sented as robberies with violence, were in 
reality nothing but simples thefts. ‘They 
think that the efficiency of the provineial po- 
lice can best be judged by making a compari- 
son of the number of robberies which have 
aetnally occurred and the number in which 
offenders have been convicted. Proceed- 
ing on this system, they discover tht out 
of thirty-three cases as many as thirty have 
been dealt with by the authorities. The 
Governor has shown the serious light in 
which he regards brigandage by withdraw- 
ing from their posts more than one magi 
trate for failing to Tepore enaes with oui 
cient promptness. The Commissioners, 
while acquitting the Governor of the charge 
of negligence and the local authorities of 
the charge of hushing up eases, still con- 
sider that the presence of so many di 
banded soldiers renders necessary the strict 
est vigilance both in preventing robberies, 
and in dealing with them after they have 
occurred ; and His Majeat is requested to 
issue instructions to the Governor to this 
effect. 

CHAROES AGAINST HUNAN COMMANDER 

IN-CHIER, 

October 3rd.—(1) The Hunan Commis- 
sioners were further directed by the 
Emperor to enquire into the truth of a lon 
list of serious charges made ayainst Li 
Sheng, Acting Commander-in-Chief in that 
rovinee. According to the allegations of 
is accuser, during the six years that he 
had occupied his post he had “exercised no 
control over his troops and had omitted to 
fill up vacancies as they occurred. He had 
forced his officers to make him presents 
on his birthday and on quarter days. He 
had moved about freefy among ordinary 
people, paying visits of congratulation or 
condolence in person and going out to 
dinner when invited, accompanied by a 
theatrical troop. He’ had kept. his ofice 
closed to the public, but allowed men of 
bad character access to it as they plensed. 
He had adopted the Magistrate of Wucling 
asa member of his family, and used his 
influence to obtain the settlement of law 
suits, constantly going in private clothes 
into the houses of the clerks and, office 
servants. He had forced merchants to join 

im in trade, sharing their profits but not 
their losses. He had compelled people to 
sell him land in the district under his 
charge, and while honest men suffered at 
his hands, he took no pains to keep down 
robbers. The Commissioners appear to 
have investigated the case with great 


thoroughness. Besides interrogating Li 
Shong himself, they communoated with the 
Governor and high provincial authorities, 
as well as the principal military officers, 
They also caused the Profect at Chang-te 
Fu, the head-quarters of the commander- 
in-ehief, to make private enquiries among 
the merchants and people of the town, 
‘They find that, where any vacancies were 
not filled up among the troops, it was done 
in accordance with orders from Peking to 
reduce numbers. The officers deny that they 
made presents to their chief, No one had 
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-heard of the Commander-in-Chief's going 
about among private people, and ashe had no 
actors at home he could not take any abroad. 
The fact that the magistrate’s decisions 
gave general satisfaction was the best proof 
that no undue influence had been exercised 
over him. It was not to be supposed that 
merchants would submit without complain- 
ing to the Commander-in-Chief's forcing 
them to join him in trade on unfair terms ; 
and the authorities had never heard a word 
of complain on the subject. ‘The high pro- 
vincial authorities bore testimony as to the 
Giscipline of the troops and the and pains 
taken to keep down brigandage. The 
Commander-in-Chief acknowledged that he 
had purchased land in the country ; but 
it was not done as a private ‘invest 
tent, In his military career, he had 

en part in many campaigns, eon 
teverely, wounded,’and. had risen by Tis 
Majesty's favour to high command. While 
thus fighting he had been accompanied by 
many gallant men who had laid down their 
lives for their country, and whose bones 
were now scattered in the wilderness. He 
had therefore, wherever he might be sta- 
tioned, been in the habit of employing 
priests in spring and autumn to perform 
services in honour of those of his comrades 
who had died and left no descendants. In 
order that these services might be held in 
the futuro, he had recently ‘bought certain 
plots of land, the rental of which would 
form the necessary endowment. He had 
not yet reported the matter to the 
Throne, but he was able to produce a 
letter written by him last year to the 
Governor-General. in which he mentis 
ed his intention, ‘The Commissioners think 
this explanation a complete justification for 
the purchase of the land, and acquit the 
Commander-in-Chief of ‘all the charges 
Drought against him.

Andrew's celebration, In the event of 
such a celebration leaving « surplus, such 
surplus, shall be paid over to the credit of 
the Society's funds, and in the event of 
there being a deticit, such deficit shall be 
ade good by a special voluntary snbscrip- 
tion or in stich other way as the Society 
shall decide, it being understood that one of 
the objects of the celebration is to increase 
the funds available for charitable purposes.” 
Last year they had a dinner and as usual 
there was a very considerable surplus. In 
case they had a ball this year, as he pre- 
sumed they would have, the Society ought 
to know that there would possibly be no 
surplus, but there would be very probably 

fficit, which he hoped would not be a 
very large one. It was therefore very de- 
sirable that the subscription should be such 
a one as to avoid having any deficit, as it 
was a very disagreeable task for the Com- 
mittee to go around collecting a dollar or 
two from each man. He was therefore in 
favour of having the subscription ten tacls. 
If they decided to reduce the supply of 
wine and cut off the champagne, after su 
per and only leave it in the ladies’ room, 
they would probably have little surplus 
with a ton dollar subscription. But he for 
one wus not in favour of bringing friends 
to a ball and not giving them enough of 
everything and he therefore prop. that 
the subscription be Tls. 10. If however, they 
decided upon it being $10 they might rely 
upon the Committee doing their utmost.

SHANGHAI YACHT CLUB. 


The weather and the wind combined on 
Seturiay to enture a good race for, tho 
Fairy Challenge Cup, a race which has been 
postponed since last July, waiting for a 
favourable day. ‘The first Fairy Challenge 
Cup was to be the property of the yacht 
winning it twice in succession, and soon fell 
to the Undine. The one competed for on 
Saturday is the second, and the conditions 
were altered, so that it has to be won three 
times by the same yacht, The Ariadne has 
won it once, the Charm once, and the Undine 
twice, so that if the Undine had been success- 
ful on Saturday, it would, like its prede- 
cessor, have become her property, and this 
gave additional interest to the contest. With 
a view, no doubt, to prevent this, she had 
toallow time to the twolarge cutters, though 
their owners and crews are getting every 
race more familiar with the management of 
the more complicated rig which they carry, 
and their high topsails, as was seen on Satur- 
day, give them a considerable advantage in 
the upper reaches of the river. The stipu- 
Inted course for this race is to the top of the 
reach and back, a distance of 
ry-six miles, with the usual start- 
ing and finishing lin ‘There were six 
‘hts in the race, the largest fleet that 
as been out for a long time, and the old 
Arrow also had her fighting’ flag hoisted, 
and went over the greater part of the course, 
but her times were not taken, The tug: 
boat Fairy had been kindly lent by the 
‘Tugboat Company to carry spectators, and 
plentiful provision was* made for ‘their 
sorafort in the prety Hite saloon and pro- 
menade deck which have lately been added 
to her, but Captain Roberts’ efforts were 
not appreciated as they deserved, as the 
Cricket Match and the Athletic Sports seem 
to have drawn away nearly all the expected 
guests. It was running strong flood with a 
wholesail breeze from about N.E. by E., 
and by the handicap terms the Undine had 
to allow :—

There was a series of contretemps before 
the start, which looked as if they were 
going to’ result disastrously, but happily 
there was little damage done. The Clitha, 

























ing about near the Ewo jetty, to pick up 
fer foreign crew, was awopt Dovedale by 
the flood on to the tier of cargoboats be- 
tween that and the P. & O. jetty; aud at 
the same time the Romola, getting in irons, 
had to drop her anchor opposite the P. & O. 
jetty, to save being swept up on to the Yuen 
Fa. There was sgenerel paying out of chains 
on the cargoboats which threatened to drift 
down on the Romola, which was trying 
without success to get her snchor again, 
and on the Undine, which was lying at the 
P.& 0. jetty waiting to start, and it looked 
as if there would be a general smagh-up, 
the Clutha, as she got clear of the cargo- 
boats, being within an ace of running down 
the Romola. At the critical movement, the 
two cutters were taken in charge by steam 
launches, and Little damage was dove... In 
the excitement the flag-man on the Ywen 
Fa forgot to lower his fiag until about five 
minutes after the proper time, and the 
Tndine was nearly swept past the starting- 
line before it was Snslly: lowered, Au it 
was, the Undine got away well beforo the 
rest of the flet, the oficial times of crossing 
the line being :—

All the yachts went up flying over the 
flood before the wind, the only one with a 
topsail set being the Romola, which had 
her jackyarder set, and kept it up through- 
out the race. Off the Pootung Dock all set * 
spinnakers, and in the Arsenal reach all 
the yachts gybed except the Undine, all 
except her having to gybe back when com- 
ing into Pagoda reach, which was entered 
in the following order: Undine, Romola, 
Charm, Clutha, Thistle, Ariadne, the 
Romola having run through the rest of the 
feet, excellently sailed, and hunting the 
Undine hard, At the top of the Pagoda 
reach, the Komola’s sphmaker boom went 
up in’the ‘ir, but no damage was done, 

e same order was preserved in the reach 
above the Pagoda reach, except that the 
Clutha had passed the “Charm, but tho 
positions were reversed again in the seven 
mile reach, the stake boat being rounded 
at the following times

‘The wind was pully, and the yachts had 
to lay down the reach close-hauled, the 
flood still running. ‘The Clutha took in her 
topsail, and soon passed the Charm. ‘The 
Komolé’s jackyarder was doing her yeo- 
‘man s service, and she was able to lie close 
in shore out of the tide, while the iower 
sails of the Undine were only just filled, 
and she was out in the tide. “The Romola 
vas going along with the water up to her 
lee windows nearly all the time, but she 
gradually overhauled the Undine, and passed 
jer about two-thirds down the reach, at 2h. 
28m. The Fairy was met at the bottom of 
the reach. In the short reach one tack 
had to be made, and in the next one the 
Romola was very nearly capsized by a puff. 
She lay for what seemed nearly a minute 
with the water up to the roof of her house, 
but her sheets were hardly started, and she 
gradually righted and paid off. In the reach 
above the Pagoda reach two tacks had to be 
made, the Romola maintaining her lead, and 
she Kept it though ahe had to make one tack 
in the Pagoda reach, while the Undine lay 
right down. From here in it was a proces- 
sion, the Romola’s topsail pulling her away 
front the Undine all the time, and being of 
special service through the junks, where the 
trees and houses always keep the wind out 
of the lower sails. It wasa beat all down the 
Arsenal Reach and through the junks, but 
the wind was brought abeam when they were 
cleared, and after an unusually quick race 
the winning line was crossed as follows :

So that the Romola beats the Undine by

amounting to $30. Considering the size of 
the yachts, and that the first part of 
the return’ yoyage was against the flood, 
while for fully a third of the way back it 
was a beat to windward, 36 miles in leas than 
four hours and a quarter ia very good going, 
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Every one was glad to see the détermined 
and popular owner of the Romola score a 
win, after sailing his yacht so gallantly as 
he did. We may mention that by the new 
home regulations, the Clutla, calculating 
on length and sail area, would have to allow 
the Komola 4m. 14s. in a 30-mile race, and 
the Undine 12m. 39s., while the Romola 
would have to allow the Undine 8m. 25s.

‘THE LARTIGUE RAILWAY. 
To the Editor of the 
Noxru-Cursa Dany News 

Si,—In this morning's issue of your 
valuable paper, I find the following tele- 
gram, dated Paris 3rd September :— 

“Despatches from St. Petersburg state 
that the plans for the construction of a 
Russian military railway from the Caspian 
sea to Viadivostock, on the Pacific, drawn 
‘up last winter by Generals Obrutschoff, 
Chief of the Russian General Staff, and 
Aumenkoff of the Russian Engineer Corps, 
have received the formal sanction of the 
Czar and the whole work has been intrusted 
toGeneral Annenkoff. It is firmly believed 
in military cireles here that this railway 
will be completed before October Ist, 1801.” 

‘This above telegram no doubt refers to 
the Oficial report made by the Committee 
of Engineers and Engineer Staff Officers 
ially appointed to test the merits of 
the Lartigue Railway, for military purposes, 
several lines on which system have been 
in practical operation for some time in 
various parts of Russia. 

‘The Official report says :—‘Tn this easethe 
rail was raised three feet three inches from 
the ground, and the line was furnished with 
the side guides which we have mentioned 
several times already. Notwithstan 
this complication, it was laid with such 
case that three men could erect six feet six 
inches of the line in six minutes, so that it 
would take thirty men only eight hours to 
erect one English mile of the Railway. 
An ordinary horse casily drew five tons 
over the Lartigue line, considerable irregu- 
larities of level notwithstanding. To give 
an idea of the important results to be 
obtained, when it is possible to use gradients 
of 1 in 17, ina length of about 600 fect a 
difference of level of 40 feet was obtained, 
and in a distance of 3,300 feet a difference uf 
level of 200 fect was attained. It is easy 
to understand the advantages to be gained 
by the use of this system in our Asiatic 
possessions, and on the Steppes, where it is 
at present necessary to use numbers 
of beasts of burden for maitary tanaport 
In that particular case the Lartigue Rail- 
way presents advantages which can only be 
described as incalculable.” 

‘Numerous experiments were also made 
with the Lartigue Railway at the Camp of 
the Imperial Guard at Oust-Sjord, near 
St. Petersburg, with the most satisfactor 
results. A special kind of rolling stocl 
































for transporting soldiers and wounded 
men was used. Cars arranged with seats 
carrying three men on each side of the line 





and protected overhead by awnings were 
connected, and formed a very long train 
drawn bya single horse, Other cars in- 
tended to carry the wounded are arranged 
to make two stretchers one above the other 
on each side of the line, and allow of a 
rapid withdrawal from a field of battle, 
whilst providing the wounded soldiers with 
a secure, easy, and exceedingly comfort- 
able means of carriage. 

The importance which the Russian Gov- 
ernment attaches to these experiments can 
easily be understood, for this means of 
transport is naturally better suited for 
crossing the great desert stretches of coun- 
try far from inhabited centres and often 
very uneven, which abound in that huge 
country. 

Moreover during the severe winters so 
common in Russia the raised rail is far less 
obstructed by snow than a line on the 
level of the ground would be, and could 
only be blocked by snow drifts in very 
exceptional cases. 

I may as well add that all these advant- 
ages have greatly contributed to the suc- 
cess achieved by the single rail lines in 
Russia where there are alrendy several 

vorking, the number haying lately been 
increased by three short lines.

COUNT Ifo’s INSTRUCTIONS TO THE 
GOVERNORS OF CITIES AND PREFECTURES. 

‘The Japan Mail publishes the following 
authenticated translation of Count Ito’s 
recent instructions to local Gi 
Prefects :—Si 
State, w 
as our foreign policy, have become infinitely 
diversified in character and perplexingly 
vast in amount, But the one fixed purpose 
for which all these affairs have been carried 
out, on a fixed line of policy, has unswerv- 
ingly been to strengthen the vitality of the 
nation, to assert our national rights, to 
promote the happiness of the people, and to 
lay a permanent basis to work upon, there- 
by to bequeath to posterity a line of policy 
to be forever pursued. Such is, in fact, 
the aim which His Majesty the Emperor 
has, even to this day, with gracious anxiety 
(for the good of His Empire) caused his 
officials, central as well as local, to keep 
their minds upon, so as never to deviate 
therefrom. 

‘Now, the proclamation of an Imperial 
Reseript in April, 1875, (8th year of Mei- 
Ji), ammouncing the gradual formation of a 
constitutional government ; the establish- 
ment of the Senate and of the Court of 
Revision, in the same year; the inaugura- 
tion of local Assemblies in 1879 (12th year 
of Meiji); the proclamation of the Imperial 
Rescript of October, 1881, (14th year of 
Meiji) the organisation of the different 
Departments of the Goverument, which was 
thoroughly established,—these measures 






have all of them been the outcome of a fixed 
policy on the part of the Government, the 
object kept in view having been the attain- 
ment of the ultimate completion of the 
whole work by a gradual process, 

Now that his Majesty's judgment has 
become ripened after years of thought, and 
become strengthened more than ever, and 
now that the work of the Restoration is so 
near its completion that ‘only a cart load 
of dirt,” so to speak, is needed to give the 
last finish to the hillocks we have been 
building up, should any of the people in 
the country, not clearly understanding His 
Imperial Majesty's views, be led astray into 
erroneous ideas by doubts or misgivin 


no small injury will we inflicted upon the | 


great work in hand. We hereby inform 
you, in respectful obedience to the gracious 
Will of His Imperial Majesty, of a general 
view of the policy of the country, both as 
to internal and external affairs, and point 
out to you the course of administration to 
be pursued. 

Firstly,—the fundamental principles of 
our constitutional system of government 
shall be based upon the historical traditions 
of the country and principles that have 
been handed down by the Imperial An- 
cestors, modified by careful consideration 
of the actual circumstances of the times ; 
respect shall be paid to the rights of the 
subject and extension be given to the power 
of public representation. These things, it 
must be observed, are gracious gifts which 
His Innperial Majesty is pleased fo grant to 
his subjects upon his own judgment and 
condescension, These points may without 
difficulty or elucidation be understood, if 
one but glances at the dignified and majestic 
character of our national polity since the 
days of the first Imperial Ancestor, and_at 
the Imperial Reseripts of April 1875 (8th 

r a and of October 1881 (14th 











In foreign countries the course each na- 
tion pursues is different from that pursued 
by others, owing to the historical peculia- 
rities of each nation. Opinions are conse- 
quently divided according to the different 
schools of thiukers, and these opinions are 
as yet far from being unitied. Different 
scholars maintain different theories, and, 
each advocating his own ‘ideas by copious 
arguments, they do not seem to come to 
any agreement. They have each of them 
more or fewer reasons for the support of 
their position, which are plausible enough 
to efiect an agitating influence upon the 
general public.” Tt cannot but follow from 
such a state of things that men holdin; 
opinions more or less coinciding with enc! 
other should gradually form themselves into 
a combination, and should be in perpetual 
conflict with those differing from them. Such 
is, indeed, what is very frequently observed 
in other countries. Yet, in this country, 
the upholding of the divine emblems of the 
Imperial Ancestors in a position permanent 
and inviolable, the maintenance of the 
dignity of the’ Imperial Family, while on 
the other hand the granting to subjects the 
right of representation, are matters of the 
‘most significant importance in their bear- 
ing upon the national polity and upon the 
reat aims of the Imperial Family that have 
fleen handed down forever since the time 
of the first Imperial Ancestor. With regard 
to this matter, neither the one nor the 
other of His Majesty's subjects has the 
slightest shadow of right to attempt an 
intrusion. Should any of them either be- 
fore or after the proclamation of the con- 
stitution, offer any objection to the deter- 
mination to it according to His Majesty's 
own personal judgment, he should be 
looked upon as having ‘overstepped the 
limits of freedom of speech and that of 
holding public meetings and of petition ; 
and should am dual, under pretext 
of such objection, instigate or persuade 
others to plan insurrection, such necessary 
measures as expediency may require should 























be adopted for the maintenance of the 
public peace. 


| Secondly :—Administrative affairs ought 
| to advance hand in hand with the march of 
' social improvement. Since the Restoration, 
the condition of society has been greatly 

! changed with the downfall of the feudal 
' system, and the mode of living and all sorts 
, of undertakings have assumed an entirely 
new phase and are now in a career of 

! striding progress. Now, in this transition 
from the old to the new order of things, we 

| have inevitably a stationary, an unprogres- 
‘sire state, while on the other hand, ele- 
| ments of ‘antagonistic tendencies may be 
| found perpetually conficting with, eich 
Jother, and thereby preventing a happy 
{harmonisation of social life. “It is the 
| Government's purpose to superintend these 
| social forces, to protect deserving ones, 
and to point out the direction in. which 

they ought to be conducted, whereby 
\to ‘secure the gradual and complete re- 
sults of progress, It is owing to these 

circumstances that embarrassments and 
difficulties of an extraordinary nature are 
encountered in the field of administra- 
tive affairs. This is, indeed, unavoidable

Under theaecireunstance, those engaged 


in the work of administration ought to 
make stability and permanence their object, 
and, disregarding all immediate results. 
should foster, in concert with the people, 
the spirit of enterprise, industry, and per- 
severance. ‘They ought, further, to make 
it their aim to promote the happiness and 
prosperity of the people and to enable 
them to prove to the eyes of the world 
their capacity to be a perfectly. independ- 
ent, unrestrained, and inviolate nation, 
thus bequeathing to our posterity the hon- 
our of Talng the subjects of a permanent 
and mighty Empire. ‘To this end ought we 
to direct our aims, and to this end should 
we march in straight line, carrying out to 
good effect all sorts of administrative affairs 
concerning education, industries, engineer- 
ing works, economy, local self-government 
and the like. Such is the fixed plan of 
His Majesty's Government originally de- 
ed and arranged by the anxious efforts 
of the lately deceased Ministers of State, 
in pursuance of His Majesty's profound 
ideas, and which has been left uy them to 
us, holding us responsible to accomplish i 
completion. If at this juncture enterprise 
in the provinces should suffer relaxation on 
account of any excitement of the popular 
mind eased by oconslonal political agita- 
tion, and were the scheme of administration 
Janned during these past twenty years to 
left to take care of itself, what would 
become of the future of our nation? You, 
whose duty it is to directly care for the 
welfare of the people, ought to spare no 
pains to promote their good, 


‘The country being at present in the full 
career of progress, multifarious affairs, do- 
mestic as welllas foreign, demand our atten- 
tion. Particularly, for the existence and 
defence of the country, military and naval 
affairs ought not for'a moment to be left 
neglected. Glancing at the general aspect 
of affairs in the outer world, and cousider- 
ing the permanent policy of the country, 
it cannot but be noticed that we, His Ma- 
jesty’s subjects, have a ery. burden to 
, and have to endeavour, with all per- 
severance and endurance, to maintain the 
dignity of the country at the present and 
for the futuro, Itis, therefore, the earnest 
desire of the Government that the people 
prove their loyalty and  patriotiom by 
faithfully discharging the two duties of 
oying faxes and of performing the mili 
tary service; that they eschew -all ex- 
travagance ; that they strive after integrits 
and accuracy, avoiding all superfluities ani 
aiming at usefulness ; that they husband 
their resourees and keep them available for 
every emergent demand.

‘reaty Powers; but before a conclusion 
had been arrived at, our Government had 
to announce the adjournment of the revi- 
sion, This step was made necessary by the 
unfortunate circumstance that there were 
points in the view of the parties concerned 
that could not brought to a solution. ‘The 
revision of the treaties has important bear- 
ings, both at home and abroad, and the 
Government has to act with caution and 
prudence, so as to avoid, for the sake of 
the future of the country, all errors which 
it might not be in the power of the 
nation to repair, We shall pursue a fixed, 
au immoveable, line of policy for the pur- 
pose of revising the existing treaties con- 
taining an extra-territoriality clause, and 
of newly establishing, on a footing of equa- 
lity, friendly relations with the Treaty 
Powers, with a view to promote our mutual 
Venefit. And for the attainment of the 
purpose in question, we must rely upon the 
improvement and perfection of our internal 
administration and of the law of the coun- 
try. Such is the step we have been forced 
to adopt from a careful consideration of 
expediency in the peculiar situation in 
which the country is placed, As to the 
opinion that diplomatic affairs should be 
submitted to the public deliberation of the 
people, it must be observed that no such 
course is followed in any constitutional 
mouareby, ‘The supreme powers connected 
with military and foreign affaits are ex- 
clusively in the hands of sovereigns, and, 
excepting in certain cases, no such affairs 
are submitted to the public deliberation 
of the people. Were the power of de- 
claring war and of concluding peace to be 
delegated to the public, where, it must be 
asked, would. be the suprenie power of the 
Sovereign? For these reasons, the proposi- 
tionabovealluded to must be rejected accord- 
ing to our future constitution. This is 
a point which you shall bear in mind in 
guiding the course to be followed by the 
people. 

Besides what has thus far been set forth, 
the Government will not fail to earry out by 
degrees, in accordance with the Imperial 
Rescripts, all measures necessary for the 
establishment of the constitution, Our 
object is to sce every department of busi- 
ness conducted in good order and honestly, 
so that the machinery of administratlon may 
be kept free from relaxation of effort and 
from corruption. We trust that you will, 
in obedience to the gracious wishes of His 
Imperial Majesty, endeavour not to deviate 
from the course already settled, and that, 
discharging your obligations to share the 
responsibility, and by the consistency of 
your conduct, you will not neglect to secure 
die honour of having contributed. to the 
completion of the great work of the Restora- 
tion.

A typical Chinese cause celébre has arisen 
in uen in connection with the death 
of the late distinguished General Pao Chiao, 
whose patriotism did not, apparently, pre- 
Yeut his peculating ‘Ts. 190,000 of the pay 
destined Yor the troops in’ Annam. Pao 
Ch‘ao’s cousin wished to borrow Tis. 3,000 
from Pao Chiso'sson, and, being unsuecess- 
ful, sent to Peking a forged ‘* leclara- 
tion” from Pao Ch'ac: saying +" Before 
I die, T must inform Your Majesties that 
my Secretary Ho and others are pilferi 

Tis, 190,000 of public moneys.” ‘To defend 











himself against this charge, Ho produced the 
books, shewing that Pao Ch ‘ao had peculated 
himself, and that Ho had only obeyed 
instructions. The sons, being called upon 
to disgorge, got a warrant to search the 
cousin's house, and found a number of 
counterfeit seals. The servants of the sun 
were tortured in vain in order to discover 
where the money was hidden. Pao Ch'ao's 
wife died of grief ; his eldest son is in gaol ; 
his second son has fled, aud the second son’s 
wife has taken refuge with her family. The
